Good morning. This is the deposition of Bianca Gracia, conducted by the House 
Select Committee to investigate the January 6th attack on the United States Capitol, 
pursuant to House Resolution 503. 

This deposition is being conducted via Zoom. This will be a staff-led deposition, 
though Members may choose to join the Zoom call and ask questions. 

At this time, I'd ask the witness to please state your full name and spell your last 
name for the record.

Select Committee. There are no other staff from the Select Committee on the call right 
now and no other members, but if people choose to join, I'll try to announce them as they 
come in so that you know who's in the room. 

The Witness. Okay. 

GE And then I'd also ask at this time for counsel for Ms. Gracia to state 
his name for the record. 

Mr. Mills. Good morning. — It's Laurin Mills for Ms. Gracia. And as we 
discussed before, make a short statement. Ms. Gracia is appearing here, respecting the 
committee's authority here to subpoena her. 

However, in light of comments made by the Attorney General and the Deputy 
Attorney General, and by the committee and filings in the Central District of California 
and by a judge in the Central District of California, she has opted to invoke her rights 
under the Fifth Amendment, not to be a witness against herself. 


And so after you swear her in, every answer she's going to give is, | rely on my 
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Fifth Amendment privilege. And that's how we will proceed. And are you okay with 
that shorthand, a: 

i) That's -- yeah, that's going to be fine. I'll have a few kind of 
clarifying statements once we get started as well, but, yeah, we can go with shorthand 
after the first invocation. 

You know, actually, if you can just give me one second while a staff member is 
trying to join the call. 

Mr. Mills. Okay. 

WE oOkay. Allright. Thank you for that, Mr. Mills. 

So under House deposition rules, neither committee members, nor staff, may 
discuss the substance of the testimony today, unless the committee approves for release. 

And then also note under House rules, you may have your attorney present, which 
obviously you do, but counsel for other individuals, or attorneys for other government 
agencies may not be present and are, therefore, not present today. 

And then I'll also note for the record, that we've hac EE join. 

He's another investigative counsel with the Select Committee. 

What has been previously marked as exhibit 1 is the Select Committee's January 
19, 2022 subpoena for Ms. Bianca Gracia. The House deposition rules are included in 
that exhibit. 

We've also had a couple more individuals join. We've hac 
investigative counsel for the committee, and |, who's a consultant with 
the committee and on the committee staff as well. 

So, Ms. Gracia, there's an official reporter that's transcribing the record of this 
deposition. Soto make her job a little bit easier, if you can just wait until | complete my 


questions before you begin your response. We'll try to wait -- and then I'll also try to 
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wait until you've completed your answer before | begin my next question. 

It's just difficult for the court reporter to try to transcribe two people speaking at 
the same time. Does that make sense?

And then along the same lines, you need to use verbal 
responses today, as opposed to, like, ahead shake. So just make sure that you try to 
use yes or no or a similar answer when | ask a question. 

And then also today, all we ask is that you provide complete answers to the best 
of your recollection. If a question is not clear, please ask for clarification or ask me to 
restate it. And if you don't know the answer, you can simply say so. 

The Witness. Okay. 

| Also note, and Mr. Mills has already addressed for the record, that 
you may refuse to answer a question to preserve a privilege recognized by the select 
committee, privileges like the Fifth Amendment right against self-incrimination. 

If you refuse to answer a question based on a privilege, staff may either proceed 
with the deposition or seek a ruling from the chairman on the objection. If the chairman 
overrules such an objection, you'll be required to answer the question. 

And then, | also want to remind you that it's unlawful -- and we provide this 
warning for everybody we speak to -- that it's unlawful to deliberately provide false 
information to Congress. 

Providing false information could result in criminal penalties for perjury or false 
statements, including under 18 U.S.C. 1001, which makes it illegal to provide a false 
statement to an congressional investigator like myself, or some of the others that I've 
announced on this call. Does that all make sense to you?

Q Okay. And how about Christina Skaggs, do you know Ms. Christina Skaggs? 

A | rely on my Fifth Amendment privilege. 

Q Okay. There are a number of other individuals that you may have been 
familiar with or worked with in relation to planning for the 5th and the 6th. I'm going to 
name those entities and if you could tell me if you're familiar with them and if you 


worked with them for those purposes. 
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The first entity | want to address is Women for America First. Are you familiar 
with that organization?

Q Okay. And how about either Amy or Kylie Kremer, do you know either of 
them? 

A | rely on my Fifth Amendment privilege. 

Q Okay. And leading up to the 5th and the 6th and planning for those days 
and the events on those days, did you have contact with anybody in the White House for 
planning any of those events? 

A | rely on my Fifth Amendment privilege. 

Q How about any Members of Congress, were you in contact with or did you 
coordinate with any Members of Congress in relation to planning or attending events on 
the 5th or the 6th of January? 

A | rely on my Fifth Amendment privilege. 

Q In your -- just continuing on the theme of kind of preparation and planning 
for the 5th and the 6th. In your preparation and planning for those events, did you 
consider any security threats or how to deal with them if they arose on that day? 


A | rely on my Fifth Amendment privilege. 
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Q Okay. How about security threats posed by extremist groups that might've 
been present in D.C. around that time? 

A | rely on my Fifth Amendment privilege. 

Q Okay. And| just want to clarify or state that | have a series of questions 
about individuals who may have posed a security threat to you or your organization on 
January 5th or 6th, and would it be your intention to invoke the Fifth Amendment with 
respect to any security threats that you recognized or planned for on the 5th or the 6th? 

A | rely on my Fifth Amendment privilege. 

Q Okay. Then moving from sort of planning to your involvement, actual 
involvement in and participation in events of that day, on January 5th, were you 
involved -- did you attend any of the events on January 5th? 

A | rely on my Fifth Amendment privilege. 

Q Okay. Were you a speaker at any of the events on January 5th? 

| rely on my Fifth Amendment privilege. 

Q_ Ihave a series of questions related to your attendance and participation in 
rallies or events that were held on January 5th, 2021. Is it your intention to invoke the 
Fifth Amendment to all of those questions? 

A Yes. |rely on my Fifth Amendment privilege. 

Q- Okay. (I'd like to ask you about another individual who was involved in 
planning for events on January 5th. Her name is Cindy Chafian. Do you know 
Ms. Chafian? 

A | rely on my Fifth Amendment privilege. 

Q_ Ihave a series of questions about your communications and interactions 
with Ms. Chafian. Would it be your intention to invoke the Fifth for any and all 


questions about your interactions with Ms. Chafian related to January 5th or 6th? 
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A | rely on my Fifth Amendment privilege. 

Q If you did speak on January 5th, were you paid for your speech? 

| rely on my Fifth Amendment privilege. 

Q Okay. And then, | also want to ask just some kind of logistical questions 
about your trip to Washington, D.C. for January 5th and 6th, 2021. Where did you stay 
while you were in Washington, D.C.? 

A | rely on my Fifth Amendment privilege. 

Q Okay. How long did you stay in D.C. when you were here for those events? 

A | rely on my Fifth Amendment privilege. 

Q Okay. Did anyone or any entity pay for any of your travel accommodations 
for the 5th or the 6th? 

A | rely on my Fifth Amendment privilege. 

Q Okay. Ihave, again, a series of questions about just kind of the logistics of 
your attendance at these events, where you stayed, who paid for those accommodations. 
Would it be your intention to invoke the Fifth Amendment for any questions related to 
your travel around January 5th and 6th?

Q Okay. You've mentioned previously -- or | mentioned previously in this 
deposition, Mr. Enrique Tarrio, and | just want to ask you a few questions about him and 
how you know him and what your interactions with him have been. 

So I'll start just generally, do you know Mr. Tarrio?

Is it your intention to invoke the Fifth Amendment with respect to any questions 
about the flight with Mr. Tarrio and other Proud Boys from Miami to Washington on 
D.C. -- to D.C. for November 13th. Would you invoke the Fifth for all of those questions?

Q___ Similarly, other witnesses and evidence that we've collected have indicated 
that Mr. Thad Cisneros, who also has some ties to the organization Latinos for Trump, was 
flown by private plane to Washington, D.C. for the events of January 6th.

And I've, through those phone records, identified some specific calls I'd like to ask 
you about. And if you can just tell me if you remember the phone call and remember 
what the topic of discussion was on the phone call. 

So first, I'd like to ask you about a November 24th phone call to Senator Cornyn's 
office. Do you recall this phone call?
